Long Hints at Use of Troops 
To Carry Through Election 


NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 3.—(UP) 
Senator Huey P. Long indicated to- 
night that national guardsmen or arm- 
ed state highway policemen may be 
sent into the strife-torn sixth Louisi- 
ana congressional district, to preserve 
order at next Tuesday's election. 


Citizens in that section claim that 
the Long regime “hand picked” Mrs. 
Bolivar E. Kemp as the candidate for 
congress to succeed her late husband. 
In the past few days, bands of men 
ze 
and burn blank ballots, and have halt- 
ed state highway department trucks 
loaded with campaign circulars, aiid 
burned the literature. 

Two mass meetings were held to- 
night, one at Donaldsonville and an- 
other at Covington, to hear speakers 
“denounce the fraudulent attempt to 
rob our citizens of their right to 
elect freely by ballot, a congressman 
of their choice.” 

Local authorities openly discussed 
fears of violence. Citizens have or- 
ganized in all parts of the district, 
comprising 12 parishes, anouncing 
that they would put a stop to the 
election “even if we have to resort to 
shotguns.” 

Senator Long remained at his hotel 
headquarters in New Orleans today, 
in conference with political subordi- 
nates, including Governor O. K. Allen. 
_“We are going to have that elec- 
tion, and we are determined to have 
peace at all costs,” Long said. He re- 
fused to confirm or deny reports that 
martial law was imminent. 

The citizens have filed injunction 
suits against election supervisors in 
nine courts of the district, in an ef- 
fert to prevent the election. Hearings 
are scheduled for tomorrow. Many of 
the judges have aligned themselves 
with the citizens, and restraining or- 
ders were expected to be issued. In 
that case, sheriffs would be caHed upon 
to enforce the court orders. 

It was widely reported today that 
the election supervisors, all of whom 


were appointed by the Long admin- 

istration, had spent last Friday night 

delivering ballots to election commis- 

sioners or other individuals. so that 

they would be out of their hands be- 

ora the injunctions were served on 
em.

Clearings 
last week scarcely maintained the 
previous advances, although the to- 
tal for November this year continues 
considerably higher than that of a 
year ago. November clearings last 
year, however, were greatly reduced 
and were the lewest for any month for 
many years past. Last week’s clear- 
ings are below those of the preceding 
week by $666,620,000; a year ago the 
reduction for five days was 3387,- 
056.000 from the preceding 
which covered six days.

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A MODERN SQUIRREL. 


Uncounted generations of squirrels 
have made their homes in treetops, 
where they swayed with every pass- 
ing wind. Such arboreal habitations 
were the rule long before mankind 
had learned to bake crude clay bricks, 
yet the instinct, if I may use that 
term without consulting a modern 
psychologist, for tree-dwelling has 
broken down in at least one case. In 
my own house, there is a squirrel nest 
warmly placed in a brick pillar. Alas 
for the benefits of civilization. 


One might take the fact of this 
squirrel’s adoption of the brick pil- 
lar for a mansion and theorize de- 
lightfully about the return of an ar- 
boreal animal to the ancestral, 
ground-dwelling habitat. Yes, this 
would be a lot of fun, but for the sad 
truth that probably, very prvubably, 
too, not one in a thousand squirrels 
have taken up such residence, and 
the equally sad truth that the po- 
sition of the new home places the 
“entire family more in danger of cats.

Remember, however, that 
in killing the birds or eating eggs, the 
little beast 1s simply following the 
first law of nature—often called seif- 
preservation. Remember this, and 
don’t be too harsh with the rodents.

High hopes have therefore been en- 
gendered that the usual December 
slump in industrial activity will be 
slight this year. With the start of

FRACTIONAL LOSS 


NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 4.—()— 
Trading in the cotton market has been 
very moderate during the past week. 
This shrinkage in business was due 
partly to the Thanksgiving holiday 
and partly to the unsettled condition 
of the foreign exchange market and 
uncertainty as to the future financial 
movements at Washington. 

Prices declined 24 points in the 
March position in early week main- 
ly due to the drop in sterling to 5.04. 
After the holiday market rallied on 
the advance in gold to $4.01 and 
some recovery in foreign exchange. 
The recovery amounted to about as 
much as the early loss and as a re- 
sult the week closed with prices show- 
ing little net change, in fact, a de- 
cline of only 2 points, 

The market received little support 
during the week from the outside mar- 
kets. Stocks were. dull and in most 
cases slightly lower, while grains and 
othes commodity markets fluctuated | 
somewhat narrowly. Foreign markets 
were unsettled and hesitant because 
of fluctuations in foreign exchange 
and uncertainity attending the inter- 
national financial situation. 

The spot market showed a marked 
falling off in the volume of trading. 
This was due rather to the holding 
movement in the interior than to any 
actual drop in the inquiry. Hncour- 
aged by the government advance of 
10 cents spot holders have been un- 
| willing to sell at current prices. lt 
is reported that spot shorts in the in- 
terior are being pressed to meet their 
engagements owing to the high premi- 
ums “asked by sellers. Receipts have 
been light both at ports and at inte-
